in congress. In the three largest counties 
4n the district—Richmond, Hancock and 
Washington—there were democratic gains. 
In Washington Mr. Watson claimed he 
would get some 1,500 majority, and instead 
we reduced his small majority of 389 about 
6 per cent. In Hancock the democrats 


gained about 200 majority over the 1892 vote, 
and in Richmond the majority for Black 
yesterday was slightly more than it was 
two years ago. I think Mr. Watson Ought 


to plainly see that the three largest coun- 
ties in the district are so strongly demo- 
cratic that there is not the slightest chance 
of a populist ever getting a seat in con- 
gress. I expected the vote polled in Rich- 
mond would be larger than it is.”’ 

The Complaint of Fraad. 

Mr Wright was asked what he thought 
of the populist complaint of fraud. 

“Why they would cry fraud if an angel 
from heaven should come down and run 
on the democratic ticket. That's thei 
stock in trade. I, for one, am in favor of 
the Australian ballot system, and have ask- 
ed our representatives in the legislature 
to do what they could to procure that end. 
I would rather see a pure ballot throughout 
the country, but as long as Mr. Watson’s 
followers practice the frauds they do, it 
does not encourage the other side in re- 
sisting irregularities in voting. I certain- 
ly hope that the legislature will formulate 
some plan by which we can be assured of 
@ perfectly pure ballot.” 

The Returns from Richmond. 


The election managers of the different 
voting precincts of Richmond,ycounty met 
this afternoon at the county courthouse 
and consolidated the county returns. 

The result was as follows: 

Black, 13,722; Watson, 2,161; Black's ma- 
jority, 11,561. 

To sum up the whole affair, Watson 
came to town with a majority of 4,957 
votes, and was met by Black’s majority in 
Richmond of 11,561, which makes Black’s 
majority 7,606. 

’ Another Victim Dies.

MARYLAND, MY MARYLAND. 


A Republican Landslide in Gorman’s 
State the Result. 

Baltimore, Md., November 7.—One of the 
peculiar things about the election in this 
state yesterday is the fact that the demo- 
cratic counties which have secured the 
largest share of the federal offices have 
gone republican. 

Carroll county, which has the.collector of 
customs, the best office’ in the state; the 
special deputy collectcr and a large number 
of minor offices, went republican for the 
first time since 1866, and Hartford .county, 
which has the co.lector of internal reve- 
nue and more minor places than any other 
county in the state, in spite of the usual 
large democratic majority, went repub- 
lican, ; 

Senator Gibson’s county, Talbot, which 
has eighteen men in good federal offices, 
also went republican; and other counties, 
with large number of offices to their credit, 
went republican, or showed a large falling 
off in the democratic vote. 

It is noticeable also that the precinct in 
Howard county in which Senator Gorman 
resides and votes gave a republican ma- 
jority for the first time in a quarter of a 
century. 

The returns from the First Maryland 
congressional district are yet incomplete, 
but the republicans admit that the totals 
will indicate the election of democ7ats— 
Henry for the short term and Miles for 
the fifty-fourth congress. The republican 
gain on the face of the returns, will, there- 
fore, be three congressmen—William B. 
Baker in the second, Charles E. Coffin in 
the fifth and George L. Wellington in the 
sixth. 

That the Maryland democrats will have 
any representation in the fifty-fourth con- 
gress is not .certain, however. The re- 
publican state committee claim to have 
evidence of the grossest frauds in the first; 
third and fourth districts, and will, there- 
fore, contest the seats of Miles, Rusk and 
Cowen. It is not improbable that the re- 
publicans will win their case, especially 
in the third and fourth districts. It is 
claimed that the frauds in these districts 
aggregate nearly 4,000 votes, whereas 
tusk’s and Cowen’s combined pluralities 
are ~but 1,516. 

The republicans yesterday made gains in 
every ward in the city except two and car- 
ried many wards that have hereéto- 
fore been regarded as democratic strong- 
holds For the first time since 1867 the 
republicans will have absolute control of 
the council.

The Consolidation of Precincts Occurred

THE CONSTITUTION'S FIGURES CORRECT 


There Wasa Changeof Only Three Votes 
How All the Precincts Voted 
for Congressman. 


The returns of the vote cast Tuesday in 
the congressional election in this county 
were consolidated yesterday at noon in Or- 
dinary Calhoun’s office, and The Constitu- 
tion is the first to print them as they stand 
corrected and revised.

Only One of Thirty Congressmen Is a 
Democrat and He Is Not Suxte. 
Philadelphia, November 7.—While the 
democratic national committee claim four 
congressmen in Pennsylvania, the fact re- 
mains that the republicans have elected 
twenty-eight of& the thirty representatives 
certain. Of the other two districts, 
man, democrat, is re-elected in the ninth 
district by a greatly reduced majority, and 
in the eigath district it will require the 
complete returns to decide whether Kirk- 
patrick, republican, or Hart, democrat, has 

been chosen. 

Later—Kirkpatrick, republican, defeats 
Hart, democrat, in the eighih congression- 
al district by 300 majority. Complete re- 
turns have now been received from every 
congressional district in the state and the 
result is that the democrats will have but 
one of the thirty representatives from this 
state in the next house. 
crat is Erdman, of the ninth, who is re- 
elected by a majority of 2,350. His major- 
ity in 1892 was 10,958. In the last house the 
democrats had ten members from Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Philadelphia, November 7.—Complete re- 
turns received up to midnight from all but 
half a dozen of the sixty-seven counties in 
this state give Hasting§S a plurality of 233,- 
378, a gain of 169,631 over 1892, when Harri- 
son’s plurality was 63,747. he counties in 
which the count has not yet been comple- 
ted may add 2,000 om 3,000 to Hastings’s plu- 
rality. There were democratic pluralities 
in fourteen counties, while the republicans 
gained in every county, ranging from 35 
votes in Wyoming, to 52,330 in Philadelphia. 


Connecticut Safely Republican. 

New Haven, Conn, November 7.—A com- 
plete ‘return from all parts of the state in- 
dicate that the entire republican sé#ate 
ticket is elected by between 12,000 and 15,- 
000 majority.. Republican congressmen elect- 
ed from all four distri¢ts by majorities of 
from 1,200 to 5,500. 

Hartford, Conn., November 7.—Up to 2 
o’clock this afternoon returns from 156 of 
the 168 towns in the state give Coffin, repub- 
lican, for governor, a plurality over Cady, 
the democratic nominee, of 17,178 His ma- 
jority over all candidates is 13,795. 

It is the first time a republican governor 
has been elected by the people in about fif- 
teen years. All the republican candidates on 
the state ticket are elected by large major- 
ities.

While Edmunds, Conkling 
and Bayard were dictators of the senate 
there was a veneer and a varnish about 
that body. Senatorial courtesy used to 
make new senators sit in their seats and 
tremble in awed fashion; it prevented them 
from making a speech until they had sat 
in the chamber for two years. But the

to play the part of “‘Ophelia.”’ 

If staid old Daniel Webster, whose every 
movement of either body or countenance 
was studiously senatorial, could come to 
Life and step into the senate chamber on a 
summer afternoon, he would imagine him- 
self as taking part in a modern midsum- 
mer night’s dream, where things and men 
took on fantastic shapes. He would sce 
Senator Wilkinson Call, of Florida, who 
for nearly a score of years has represcnted 
the denizens of the everglades, sitting with 
his shoes off, and the stockinged feet of the 
Florida statesman, clothed in socks of 
delicate dove color, elevated upon his rose- 
wood desk, the toes cheerfully nodding at 
his fellow senaters, and the shocless feet in 
full view of both floor and galleries; he 
would see Palmer, of Illinois, and Peffer, 
of Kansas, without sign or semblance of 
necktie; he would e@e the venerable Bate, 
of Tennessee, who has walked with a cane 
ever since the days of the war, contentedly 
munching apples in his seat with as much 
sang froid as if he were in a railroad res- 
taurant; he would see Carey, of Wyoming, 
as brave a man as there is in the senate, 
who votes as he thinks right, no matter 
what his state orders him to do, with a’

huge black patch over his eye, iooking like 
a pugilist on the morning after the fistic 
battle. 

He would find the senators in very unim- 
pressive attitudes; would find them taking 
néps in the cloakreoms, the lounges all oc- 
cupied by. sleeping statesmen, some of them 
sleeping so loudly that the doors have to be 
closed in order that the rumble may not be 
heard in the galleries.

Formerly there was a regular senate uni- 
‘orm, and no member of that august body 
would have dared to enter the chamber 
Without his somber black frock coat. But

Then there is Allison—big, hearty, hand- 
some Allison, the strongest man in the sen- 
ate, who could almost fell an ox with his 
fist, whose state has looked upon him for 
yeurs as a future president, and who thinks 
that his time will come in 1896, and dances 
accordingly. Side by sile with him sits 
John Sherman, the best known — senator 
abroad, still a candidate, although so many 
republican conventions have come and 
gone without nominating him that he has 
almost given up hops, but he keeps on 
with his dance. If general admiration 
would nominate a man, the venerable 
Ohioan would be all right, but nominating 
conventions have a different system. 
Chandler, of New Hampshire, also treads 
the presidential Cance to the strains of the 
buzzing-bee orchestra. His ambitions have 
caused him to start a system of stinging 
every democrat into making a sneeccn, until 
he has become the mosquito of the senate. 
tle is irrepressible and invulnerable. His 
sarcasm is spread with lavish yet masterly 
hand, and he refuses to lose his temper. 
Every time he is denounced by the demo- 
erats he figures that it.brings him nearer 
the presidency, and so he dances on. ~ 
Down on the front row of the republican 
side, solemn and subdued, sits another can- 
didate, Cullom, of Illinois. Cullom’s great 
claim to the nomination is that he looks 
like Lincoln, and his managers shout this 
fact with loud acclaim. Cullom looks like 
Lincoln to the extent that he has a beard 
and is thin, no more; and in that respect 
many a man who has voted the republican 
ticket too steadily for gocd digestion may 
he said tu look like I.incoln. But the bee

cause of. their worldly possessions, for in 
only three of these cases was it the mil- 
lions that counted. Cameron owes much 
more to his family . name _ than to any 
amount of wealth, and Hale was one of the 
political leaders of Maine before he was a 
rich man. Jones has always been a power 
in his state, and has been an authority 
upon financial questions for a whole score 
of years. For yesrs Lodge has fought for 
his party in Massachusetts. Year after 
year he has borne the brunt of the cam- 
paigning and has preached republican doc- 
trine from Cape Cod to the Berkshire Hills, 
so that his election to the senate was sim- 
Ply a civil service promotion. Proctor 
knows everybody in Vermont, and employs 
a good share of them in his marble quaries, 
and won his senatorship by shrewd yankee 
tactics. John fherman’s wealth came af- 
ter he had become a national leader, and he 


was a poor man when he first began to 
shape politics. As for Smith, he is the 
cleverest politician in New Jersey, and 


would be in the senate just the same if he 
did not have a cent that he could call his 
own. 

The average senator has no money to 
squander upon social dissipations. His sen- 
atorial salary is his only income, and his 
expenses of living in a city where the land- 
lords are the moneyed class, leave him lit- 
tle of his salary at.the close of the year. 
So the senators keep close to their quart- 
ers. Allen is never seen off Capitol Hill. 
He lives within a stone’s throw of the 
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cavitol, and never comes down the hill ex- 
cept when he goes out of the city. 

Yes, the senate is really poor, and the 
average senator finds it hard sledding. It 
was the driving need of cash which dipped 
Ingalls’s pen in ink for the periodicals, and 
made Edmunds spend so much of his: time 
trying cases before the supreme court. The 
average senator cannot afford to keep a 
carriage. Brice, Allison .and Morrill are 
about the only ones who ride to the cap- 
itol in their carriages;.most of them walk. 
Rich men are dropping out of the senate. 
The senators of today are the men who have 
seen poverty and hard work. Wilson, of 


Iowa, made his first monev working in a 


harness. shop, and Mitchell, of Oregon, 
asked a. carpenter to trust him for a’ pine 
table which he wanted to use for his office 
when he first hung out his shingle. Kyle 
was preaching in a small church out in 
Dakota when he was elected, and Hans- 
brough used to clean type in a printing 
office. Peffer had to haul stumps out of 
the soil when he was a farmer’s boy down 
in Pennsylvania, and Perkins, of California, 
had to climb the masts and scrub the decks 
of sailing vessels. 

The senate being a well-regulated comedy 
theater, has its “living pictures” as well 
as any other place of amusement, this 
revelation of the possibilities of the human 
form in variations of beuaty under the art 
of posing. A senatorial living picture is 
a senator who poses for the galleries. There 
are three living pictures in the senate. The 
men who do this posing are Blanchard, of 
Louisiana; Ransom, of North Carolina, and 
Walsh, of Georgia. Of this triumvirate 
the most constant poser is Blanchard. He 


has not been in the senate long, and he 


appreciates his importance. He poses every 
moment that he is in the chamber. He 
always looks as if he is in the focus of

senators talk. But, as a rule, 
senate oratory is harmless enough. No one 
f listens to it except a few bridal couples 
in the galleries. The senators all go out- 
side andsmoke and wander around in the 
corridors, whfle the sena.vor who is speaking 
and the presiding officer are about the only 
ones who occupy the senate chamber. Most 
of the talking is done by a very few men. 
There are a number of senators who do 
not rise to speak from one end of the year 
to the other. The most conspicuous. ex- 
ample of the silent senators is Ransom. 
His lips have practically been closed ever 
since he entered the senate some twenty 
years ago. When he is compelled to say 
something on the floor he blushes like a 
schoolboy. The two Pennsylvania senators 
are a quiet pair. Cameron confines his 
speechmaking to motions to adjourn, and 
when Quay makes a speech there is a 
veritablé sensation in the senate. Dixon, 
of Rhode Island, is also a young artist in 
the silent line. As a young senator from a 
very small state he sits quietly in his seat 
and writes letters. Neither the silver nor 
the tariff questions can move him. 

Call is always ready to say something, 
no matter what the subject, and Palmer 
allows no opportunity to go by without 
contributing his share of words. 

Stewart, of Nevada, can always be relied 
upon, but he never treats of but one sub- 
ject, the necessity for free silver. No mat- 
ter wtat the topic under ciscussion, his 
speeches are the same. They consist of 
“allusions to the goldbugs,” the “Wall 
Street barons,’’ and the “crime of ’73.” 
Jones, of Nevada, always makes just one 
speech a session and then he speaks for 
several days. He says enough in that 
Speech to fill a book; matter which is in- 
controvertible, and which nobody ever 
reads. 

One of the funniest things about the sen- 
ate is that nondescript custom known under 
the title of ‘‘Senatorial Courtesy.”” At best 
it has two sides, one of velvet and one of 
fustian, and the latter is the side that is 
the more in evidence. “Senatorial courte- 
sy”’ is really a myth. The senators are de- 
ceived, too, as well as the public. They 
think they are really practicing it. About 
the only thing that ‘senatorial courtesy”’ 
does is to allow a man to make a speech. 
As long as there is any senator who wishes 
to make a speech on a subject no vote ean 
be taken. It leads to unlimited debate, and 
makes the long-distance orators of the sen- 
ate, the men who think with their tongues 
and determine the merits of a speech by its 
quantity, all-powerful upon the senate 
floor. : 

As a matter of fact the turbulent, noisy, 
quarrelsome house of representatives would 
not submit to the things that are done 
under this rule of “ orial courstesy."’ 
If a member of the house should make the 
speeches that his fellow statesman over in 
the senate does he would be called to order 
by the speaker and ordered to take his 
seat. There are more personalities in the 
senate than in the house. There are more 
bitter attacks and more hard words. It is 
true that in the senate better language 
is used, and that the senators call each 
other hard names in the words of famous 
poets and authors of ancient days and lan- 


guages. 
But the sting is all there, and the sar- 
casm is more biting on the senate floor 


—— 


| @nd more constant, And’ if is not all the 


on the senate side of the capitol. If the 
common people wish to go upor down stairs 
they must walk and use the marble stair- 
ways. The elevators are for the senators 
alone and burley guards are on hand to see 
that no outsider rides in the hydraulic car- 
riages of the elect. 

The senate requires a vast amount of 
waiting upon. All around the senate cham- 
ber sit well dressed men, leaning back in 
comfortable chairs and reading novels. 
They are there to see no stranger foot 
penetrates into the sacred places where sen- 
ators assemble. The house has four times 
as many members as the senate and does 
four times as much work and is four times 
as active. Yet it takes more men to Keep 
the senate going than the house. There 
are over fifty more attendants in the sen- 
ate than there are in the house. It takes 
an average of eight men to wait upon a 
senator, all paid by the government. They 
have cut off some of the most convenient 
corridors at the senate end of the capitol 
in order to prevent the. public from ap- 
proaching them and the novel readers sit 
in their easy chairs and warn all persons 
away from these sacred precincts. It even 
costs more for a senator to die than for 
a member of the house. It costs the gov- 
ernment some $6,000 for every senatorial 
funeral. The same exclusiveness reaches 
down to the senate restaurant. No one can 
eat in the same room with a senator 
unless upon his invitation. Even a member 
of the house must go elsewhere for his 
noonday meal. 

Another way in which the senate is ex- 
clusive is that it insists in making the 
senate a kind of famly party in the matter 
of offices. The senate has really become a 
kind of asylum for the dependent relatives 
of statesmen. It has become so to such an 
extent that several of the most important 
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committees have a thoroughly family air 
about them, delightful to those who draw 
the perquisites, but somewhat disconcerting 


to the general public. More than $50,000 
is paid out annually to the sons, nephews, 
daughters and grand@Sons of senators who 
are borne on the senate pay roll. The vice 
president himself leads the way in this re- 
spect and Mr. Stevenson eyploys his son 
nominally ag his private secretary to look 
after his correspondence, but all his work is 
done by the vice president’s messenger. 

Probably the most flagrant case of nepo- 
tism is in connection with Senator Cock- 
rell, of Missouri. Cockrell is the economist 
of the senate. His voice is always raised in 
denouncing extravagance and waste. He 
professes to look after the government 
funds with the greatest diligence. He 
fights against large appropriations with .al]} 
his energy and objects to all sorts of ex- 
penditures. Yet the gaunt senator from 
Missouri has a record. There has hardly been 
a time since his offspring arrived at the 
age of active intelligence that he has not 
had at least one of them on the government 
pay rolls, and one of them enjoyed a Salery 
from Uncle Sam while he was a student 
at Yale. Voorhees, of Indiana.’ is another 
man who is opposed to extravagance. He 
is chairman of the finance committee, g 
committee that is the most important in 
the senate, dealing ag it does with all the 
tariff matters and financial measures. Yet 
he appointed his son as clerk of the com. 
mittee. Nobody has been able to learn what 
young Mr. Voorhees’s qualifications as a 
He | 


wish the country to regard them as having 
always been in the senate—as having been 
always clothed in senatorial dignity. They 
are like the man, who, after climbing up 
a ladder to the top of the wall, kicks 
down the ladder by which he rose, so that 
people will think that he has always been 
on the wall. The members of the senate 
as a whole have not had senatorial pasts. 
If their election had depended upon their 
past achievements many of their seats 
in the chamber would be vacant today. Ac- 
cidents have been almost allpowerful in 
filling the leather-covered senatorial chairs, 
and it is ithis same’ accidental element 
that takes away from the dignity of the 
senate.

In nearly everything that the senate 
does there is comedy. Their executive ses- 
sions, in which they try to be so thorough- 
ly exclusive, are mere farces in one act. 
As a matiter of fact there is nothing secret 
about an executive session. Any newspaper 
correspondent in Washington can find out 
all about what went on behind the locked 
and guarded doors of thé senate in an 
hour after the execuitve session ends, and 
the information comes from the senators 
themseives. They say that they do not 
tell what goes on. They are compelled to 
say so, for they have sworn not to reveal 
the secrets of their executive sessions, but 
they do tell, and tell as often 48 an exec- 
utive session takes place. Occasionally there 
is an uprising over the way in which in- 
formation leaks out, always led by Sen- 
ator Dolph, and the senators get together 
and declare that they will punish the of- 
fender. Then they discharge an unoffending 
and innocent employe of the senate on the 
ground that he is the offender, and thus 
having vindicated themselves before the 
public, then they go on their way again, 
ielling the secrets themselves and keeping 
up the farce. 

From a distance the senate looks like a 
great body, and it has long been in the 
habit of filling the public eye and clothin 
itself in an atmosphere of mystery an 
sacredness. But the nearer you approach 
the smaller it grows. When seen from be- 
hind the footlights in full hearing of the 
prompter’s voice, the senate scene is dif- 
ferent.

Berlin, November 7.—In an interview with 
a Lokal Anzeiger reporter, aboard the Lem- 
berg-Berlin express, Professor Leyden said, 
regarding the late czar’s ailment:

London, November 7.—The correspondent 
of the Central News at Shanghai says ru- 
mors are persistently circulated there thas 
the Pi Yang squadron is in Port Arthur.

| Miscerning man. The voters of the 
country have not deserted the party, 
but they have administered a rebuke 
that the leaders ought to take to heart. 

There is one trouble with the demo- 
cratic party and only one. It went be- 
fore the country in 18¥2 on a platform 
of principles that commanded the over- 
whelming endorsement of the voters of 
the ceuntry. The democratic candidate 
for president was voted for by the 
people, not because his name was Grover 
Cleveland, but because he was supposed 
to be a democrat, standing on the Chi- 
cago platform. Democratic congress- 
men were elected, not because of their 
names, or their height and weight, but 
because the people supposed they would 
proceed with the proper degree of haste 
and energy to carry out the pledges of 
the platform. 

In its relations with the voters of the 
country a party is measured by the same 
standards that a community applies to 
the conduct of an individual. If an in- 
dividual, in return for some privilege or 
benefit conferred on him by his friends 
and acquaintances, solemnly binds and 
pledges himself to bring about certain 
results, honestly and good faith demand 
that he shall abide by his promises. 
They are in the nature of obligations 
that he cannot evade without incurring 
the distrust of those who have confided 
in his honesty and integrity.. So with 
a party. When it seeks the support and 
approval of the voters of the country, 
and puts forth its platform of princi- 
ples, and selects candidates for office, 
every declaration made in that platform 
is a ‘pledge to the people—a solemn 
pledge—and every candidate that ac- 
cepts a nomination from that party 
binds himself by his acceptance to en- 
dorse and carry out the obligations as- 
sumed by the party. 

With this understanding, clear and 
unequivocal, the voters of the country 
placed the democratic party in complete 
control of the country four the first time 
since 1860, and elected Grover Cleve- 
land president of the United States— 
the man chosen by the party to repre- 
sent it. In the very beginning of the 
administration of Mr. Cleveland, 
those who, for selfish purposes, were 
interested in the establishment of the 
single gold standard, began to organize 
@ movement to secure the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman act of 1890. There 
was nothing to be said in favor of the 
act by any man of any party except 
this, that it made monthly additions to 
the volume of currency. The month 
before the inauguration of Mr. Cleve- 
land, the republicans, led by John Sher- 
man, made a strenuous effort to secure 
the repeal of the act of 1890, but the 
democrats were unanimous in resisting 
this effort, declaring that the act should 
never be repealed without substitute 
democratic legislation. 

But the movement went on, backed 
by the president; and a serious mon- 
etary stringency was produced, which 
became a panic when, in June, the

causing a further increase in the value 
of gold. While this disastrous panic 
was creating havoc with the prosperity 
of the country, Mr. Cleveland called in 
extra session the congress that had 
been selected by the people to support 
him in carrying out the pledges of the 
: democratic platform. Congress assem- 
bled in-due form, and when Mr. Cleve- 
sage was read, the whole 
#8 astonished to discover that 
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nothing... By means of patronage and 
the power of his office, he compelled 
enough of his party to join the republi- 
cans In voting for the uhconditional re- 
peal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act to carry out his purpose. 
Thus, through the power and influence 
of the most distinguished democrat in 
the country, the solemn pledge of the 
party was ignored and repudiated and 
the republican policy adopted. To 
crown all, democratic legislation, adopt- 
ed by the almost unanimous vote of the 
party in congress was vetoed as prompt- 
ly as—perhaps more promptly than—if 
it had been endorsed by the republican 
party. Not only the interests of the 
party, but the interests of the people, 
were ruthlessly sacrificed to the greed 
of the money lenders, who were pow- 
erful enough to command their terms. 
. The people have had an opportunity 
to see that the unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act was a measure wholly opposed to 
their interests. The law should have 
been repealed, undoubtedly, but the re- 
pealing act ought to have carried ,out 
the solemn pledge of the party to make 
both gold and silver the standard money 
of the country. The people can now see 
what a number of honest democratic 
newspapers and leaders told them in 
regard to unconditional repeal was true 
—that the only effect of it was to in- 
crease the depression in business and 
further depreciate prices and values. 
The democratic defeat of Tuesday is 
due to the protest of the president 
against the financial pledge of his party. 
If this pledge had been redeemed we 
should now have prosperity where gloom 
and depression prevail, and all busi- 
ness and trade would be on the level of 
honest returns for honest labor, fair 
prices and fair profits. The defeat that 
was sure when the solemn pledge of 
the party was repudiated and the re- 
publican policy adopted in its stead, has 
been made more overwhelming by the 
attitude of the president toward his 
party in New York. He repudiated the 
most important pledge of the democratic 
platform, and instituted the republican 
financial policy, and, to show his con- 
tempt for all precedent, deliberately re- 
pudiated the democracy of New York— 
the party that made him what he is. 
There is a lesson for the democratic 
party in Tuesday’s result that it will 
be compelled to learn if the organization 
is to be held together. It will have to 
learn te select as its instruments men 
who are known to be democrats—men 
who have demonstrated their fidelity to 
the established principles of the party— 
men who will not betray the party after 
they have milked it of all the honors 
within its gift.

The less said about the congressional 
election in the tenth district the better 
for the good name of the state.

A Pointer for the Future. 

In the midst of the general wreck of 
democratic interests there are a few 
beacon lights still left, and they may 
lead the party to victory in the future.

This is a fair summary of the situa- 
tion, and its lessons must be utilized by 
the democrats if they desire to win in 
the presidential and congressional elec- 
tions two years hence. 

No state in the union can be held by 
the democrats much longer unless the 
controlling elements of the party con- 
vince the people that our platform 
pledges will be redeemed in good faith.

Mr. McMichael’s Bill Provides for This. 
Other Matters of General and Local 
Snterest That Daveloped Yesterday. 


An effort will be made to engraft the dis- 
persary idea upon the state of Ceorgia. A 
bill to that effect was introduced in the 
rouse yesterday by Mr. Bush, of Mitcheil. 

The dispensaries provided.for under this 
bill are on the county idea rather than the 
state, as is the case in South Carolina, but 
i) most particulars his bill is much like 
chat of Governor Tillman's state. 

Mr. Bush's bill provides, first, that after 
six months after the passage of the act, 
the manufacture, sale-and keeping for sale 
of intoxicating liquors, fermented or dis- 
tilled, is prohibited except as it may be 
carried on under the provisions of the act. 
There is also & provision that this shall not 
effect counties which now have prohibi- 
tion. 

The bill sets forth that in any county in 
which this act is applicable, a vendor for 
intoxicating liquor, for other than beverage 
purposes, may be appointed upon the peti- 
tion of a majority ef the [reeholders who 
are qualified voters (to be ascertained from 
the tax Docks of the preceding year) to che 
grand jury. The vendor is to give a bond 
of $5,060 to the ordinary or county comm.s- 
sioners, Who are to have control as the rep- 
resentatives of the county, and his appoint- 
ment is to be for two years. 

The vendor is authorized to purchase any 
intoxicating liquors which have been ex- 
amined and stamped by the state chemist 
us pure and unadulterated, and to sell the 
same singly cr in pints or querts at a 
price suficient to reimburse the cost there- 
of and the actual expense of conducting the 
sale as herein provided, including compen- 
sation to the vendor at $100 per month, but 
without any profit over and above said act- 
ual cost and expenses. Once in every three 
months he must report to the ordinary or 
the county commussioners, showing his 
books and records; and it is provided that 
he shall not sell to minors or to persons 
partially intoxicated or to persons intem- 
perate; or to anyvody that the vendur knuws 
or has reason to beiieve intends te sell or 
furnish to be used or solid for beverage pur- 
poses. In no. case shall it be sold to be 
drank on the premises, 

The vendor must Keep a record of all sales 
with names Which saail be examined by 
the grand jury.at each term of the court 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether the 
provisions of this act are compiied with and 
it is made the duty of the grand jury to 
order the vendor to desist selting to any 
person who appears to be purchasing for 
the purpose of using or furnishing the same 
in violation of the provisions of this act. 

No person shall manulacture any intoxi- 
cating liquors in this state until he first 
stall bave taken an oath and given bond 
in the sum: of $5,000 that he will not sel! 
the same te any person in the State except 
the venders; and no such manufacturer 
shal! sell to the aes any intoxicating liq- 
uor until he has had the same examined 
and stamped by the state chemist. It is 
turther provided that any place where liq- 
vor shall be manufactured contrary to this 
act shall be deciared a nuisance and any 
citizen may apply for injunction to restrain 
xnd abolish it.

A Generah, Election Law. 

Mr. McMichael, of begee, introduced 2 
bill yesterday providing fora general elec- 
tion law based upon the Austrajian idea, 

In preparing the bili Mr. McMichael hag 
made a close study of the eleciion laws 
of the different states of the union and has 
taken the best points as they seem to him. 

He first provides for the appointment 
by the governor of an election superintend- 
ent for each county. There are to be vot- 
ing places in the militia districts and these 
are to ba equipped with booths or com- 
partments ‘as in the tralian System. The 
superintendent has to that the official 
ballots are prepared—the ’ be of the 
blanket order—ccntaining names of all 
candidates to be voted for 4 all other 
questions submitted to the voters, such as 
amendments to the constitution. On enter- 
ing the voting room, the voter géts an of- 
ficial balldt from one of the managers, re- 
tires to one of the booths and prepares his 
ballot, making a cross mark on the margin 
of the ticket opposite the name of the men 
he desires to vote for. If he makes affida- 
vit that he cannot read the English lan- 
guage, he has a right to ask one of the 
managers or clerks to help kim in prepar- 
ing the ticket. After he has folded it up, 
he delivers it to the manager from whom 
he got it, who attaches the stub which he 
retained, the object of this identification be- 
ing to prevent the substitution of any other 
ballot for the official one. 

In preparing the official ballot the names 
of the nominees of the different parties are 
obtained by the superintendents from the 
secretary of state. to whom they have been

Bx-Gorernor Northen's Views Expressed 
in an Able Article 


IN THE MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD. 


Is Not in Favor of the Plan of Working 
Convicts on tue Public Roads of 
the State. 


The convict question has become one of 
the live issues of the hour in Georgia. 

What shall be done with the convicts ef- 
ter the expiration of the present lease, is 
‘the question. It has been suggested that 
they be placed on the public roads of the 
state and the condition of the state’s road- 
ways thus bettered. To this plan there is 
stong opposition, as there is to almost every 
plan that has been suggested. 

Ex-Governor Northen had very strong 
views on this question, and in this week's 
issue of The Manufacturers’ Record, he 
gives them at length. His expressions are 
of interest and value. Being asked to give 
his opinion upon the question of using con- 
wicts in buildizg public rcads, he said: 

“IT have not given the matter of your in- 
quiry thorough investigation, but my opin- 
jon is that it is neither practicable nor de- 
sirable to work convicts on the  pubiic 
roads. 

“I know that there are many apparently 
good reasens fer such disposition uf these 
people, but there are many more equally 
good reasons why such work should not be 
undertaken. 

“We have very general complaint 
throughout the country against convicts 
being emplcyed in any way in competition 
with free labor. I am persuaded that this 
is the main cause, if nut the sole cause, of 
the discussion that has obtained, resuiting 
in the opinion that the public roads furnish 
the best place to utilize convict labor. 

“If the sole purpose of the discussion {3 
to find some employment tor convicts that 
will in no sense conflict with free labor, I 
should yield the whole question without an 
argument. If there is any work that free 
labor absolutely despises and persistently 
refuses, under our present plans, to perform 
satisfactorily, it 1s work on the public 
reads. If this, I repeat, is the only question, 
it is easily answered—let the convicts go 
en the reads. : 

“If, however, the question [am to answer 

is, which is the better way to improve our 
public roads, by free or convict labor? it is 
not so readily answered in favor of the 
proposed system. 
“The first objection to the plan that occurs 
to me is the public exposure necessary to ba 
2~ade of our state convicts; objectionable, 
first, on account of the convicts themselves, 
and again, in the interest of the common 
good. 

“We must believe that it is the fewest of 
our criminal class who are utterly and ab- 
solutely abandoned to vice and shame, Nt 
many convicts can be led through tue 


gtreets of the town from the jari to the 


courthouse and not feel more or less keenly 
the disgrace of their chains. The blush of 
shame, even on the cheek of a convict, is 
the mark of character, however little there 
may be left. The state cannot wel afford to 
efface it. If these people are kept constant- 
jy on the streets and public highways, sub- 
ject to the stare and’ rude jeers of passers- 
by, the tendency will be to drive them to 
desperation and absolute abandonment to 
crime. 

“Again, the very appearance of convicts, 
who are bloody criminals, day after day 
and month after month on our highways, 
familiarizes the people to a hurtful degree 
with the lower orders of life. Such em- 
ployment would thrust into the very face 
of the public a familiarity that should be 
kept in the background. If people will 
drink intoxicants and make beasts of them- 
selves, the public authorities say they 
must wallow on back streets, away from 
the gaze of more respectable people; so 
with cutthroats, rapists, anarchists and 
convicts of all classes. The best feeling 
of the community will rebel when the at- 
tempt to make our penitentiary system a 
traveling menagerie on our public high- 
ways is begun. 

“It is argued, however, that such pre- 
sentation of criminals will deter others 
from similar offenses. This may be true 
when we believe it sufficiently to substitute 
for the reading of the scriptures the dime- 
novel literature made up of coarse vulgar 
and bloody living. 

“A stronger objection to the plan pro- 
posed is the constant menace and danger 
threatened the community. It is not sup- 
posed that there could be any fixed and 
permanent stockade for the confinement of 
prisoners, as there must be a constant 
moving of forces as the work advances. 
Let us suppose that the 2,500 convicts in 
my state are to be quartered each night by 
the roadside, just in the open fields as 
they find them. There is hardly a commu- 
nity but would rise up in rebellion and de-

The trial excited intense interest at the 
time, The lawyers labored faithfully to 
save the life of the supposed murderer, 
there seeming little or no chance of estab- 
lishing hig innocence. . A jury of twelve 
condemned A. L. George te be hung for 
the murder of E. Konesick, and the day for 
his execution rapidly approached. A res- 
pite was obtained and the friends of the 
condemned man put forth every effort to 
have the sentence changed to life imprison- 
ment. <As all the evidence of the man’s 
guilt, though convincing, was purely cir- 
cumstantial, the governor of Texas, just 
three days before the one set for the execu- 
tion, commuted the sentence from death to 
that of servitude for life in the state peni- 
tentiary. : 

There was only one way to establish the 
innocence of George. That was by iinding 


«the real murderer and proving his guilt. 


And the guilty man jwas then in the state 
penitentiary. Soon after George was placed 
in prison a man named Sharpe was sent 
there also, for a minor offense. He was 
from Fayette county, but no one ever 
thought that he was in any way connected 
with the Konesick murder, and, doubtless, 
would never have known that he was if 
Sharpe had not been suddenly taken sick 
and stated that no one else was implicated 
in it. Realizing that he could never live to 
serve out his sentence, and wishing to re- 
lieve an innocent man of an unjust accu- 
sation, Sharpe made a deathbed confession 
of the crime. 

Immediately after leaving the penitentia- 
ry Mr. George returned to his old home in 
Fayette county, where he was warmly we!- 
comed by the very citizens who had before 
turned against him on account of his seem- 
ing guilt. He remained there only a short 
time, and then moved to Leonard, Tex., in 
Fannin county, where he recently began 
the publication of a paper that is called 
The Texas Prisoner, and its mission is to 
warn young men against drink and all 
crime and to show the evils of penitentiary 
life.

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Judge Broyles Bound Young Estes 
Over Yesterday. 


THE CASE TRIED YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


Estesand Bis Accuser Tell Differing Sto- 
ries of the Trouble—Details of 
the Trial. 


Louis Estes was arraigned before United 
States Commissiner’ Broyles yesterday on 
a charge of obstructing the United States 
mail. 

The charge was made by Reaves Wood, 
chief operator of the Southern Associated 
Press telegraph office, in The Constitution 


building. 

The warrant for Estes’s arrest alleged 
that he had called for a letter addressed to 
Reaves Wood at The Constitution office 
and had declined to deliver that letter to 
the proper owner, which action was in 
violation of the United. States postal laws. 

The trouble between the two young men 
seems (o date back severa! weeks, and arose 
over the purchase of a diamond ring from 
Estes by Wood. : 

Wood testified that about two months 
ago he bought a ring from Estes for which 
he was to pay the sum of $110, and that he 
made payments to the amount of $20, giv- 
ing his notes for the balance. 

After wearing the ring for a few days 
he said that he discovered that it was not 
worth what it was represented to be, hav- 
ing several flaws in it, and that he declined 
to pay any more of the notes. 

Estes denied that those were the facts, 
and stated that he had sold Wood the ring 
in good faith, allowing the purchaser sev- 
eral days to have it examined, and that it 
Was worth the full amount Wood was to 
pay for it. 

Estes claimed that on different trans- 
actions Wood owed him a balance of 430, 
which was due on October lith, and which 
Wood had declined to pay. 

Estes had made frequent demands on 
Wood for the amount, and was put off frem 
time to time, until Monday, October 29th, 
when Wood had given Estes an order to the 
office for his mail, the purpose being that 
Estes was to get a certain letter conling 
from the Press Association office at Au- 
gusta, containing a check for Wood’s salary, 
which check Estes was to have in payment 
of the amount owed by Wood. 

It developed in the trial that on that par- 
ticular day Wood had already got the letter 
containing the check, and he testified that 
he only gave Estes the order to get rid of 
him, Estes having come to his room and 
waking him up, demanding payment of 
the amount in question. 

The contention of Wood was that the 
order -only referred to a certain letter, 
which was to come on a certain date—Oc- 
tober 29th—and that Estes was not au- 
thorized to call for and recetve his mail 
after that date. This was the main ques- 
tion on which the case stood, Estes alleg- 
ing that the order was understood to mean 
to be of effect for’ all time and that it 
gave him the right to continue galling for 
Wood’s mail until the order was counter- 
manded. 

Acting on that Estes went to the office 
on last Sunday afternoon and received a 
letter addressed to Reaves Wood, said to 
be from Augusta, and containing a check 
for Wood's salary for last week and that 
letter is the one which resulted in the 


trouble. 


Wood learned that Estes had the letter : 


and demanded it from him and on Estes 
declining to deliver it the warrant was 
sworn out. 

Estes admitted that he had got the let- 
ter and had declined to turn it over to 
Wood, claiming that he had a perfect right 
to get it under the order and to hold it 
until Wood’s debt to him had been paid. 

Several witnesses were introduced by 
both sides and the case was warmly con- 
tested Dy Attorney Hughes, 
the defendant, and Judge E, N. 
for the plaintiff. 

After hearing the evidence and arguments 
Commissioner Broyles decided that the 
evidence was of such a conflicting nature 
that his only course was to bind the plain- 
tiff over for investigation by the grand 
jury, which he did. The.bond was fixed 
at $500,.and was signed by Thomas R. R. 
Cobb, F. M. Hughes and J. R. Estes.
